Japan pisscd 
through a revolution in the ieiji Era and experienced a radical chanc 
in her history ushering in the new ave by ubolishing the feudalistic 
~social svstem and «dceptinre the western system. however, as th: 
me agmored the sviritual culture which lies at the foundation of Western 
@ Civisization and left the root of the reudalistic thoucht leenly imbedded 
in the heart of her people, it served as the freeding rroun.d of national- 
ism Reng militulism, and thus at last inducod her neople to undertake 
Wor War), 

: ey ekLea. the nation was thrown into a miserable condition. The 
people found that all the moral pillars which had supported them were 
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e completely destroyed und the authoritative leadership entirely torn 
Own, and they were in the midet of great confusion and tumult not 
knowing where to LO. . 

meme at this period of revolutionary change in the history of this 
ountry, Lise reer ‘elization of Japan means none other than to strength- 
ithe moral backbone, of the life of the nation with the fundamental 
truth of the Christian fospel. 

The moral degration of present day Japan which is caused by the 
* poisonous diseuse or the spinal cord of the national body can never 
®be cured by the wedicine of the old religions or moral te-chings. 
igrerore we huve determined to estublish the strateric policies for 
mevangelism, standing on the rtrm belie? that the Christian gospel is 
he only means to suave the life of the nation. 


Keanwhile we realize that those who wish to get results by inject- 
ane an excellent medicine must, first of all, ex:mine the condition of 
the? patient, and investigate the inherited physical nature and present 
Snivironnent and nust make a most carerul study before rivine the vroper 
Pa.treatment. This is the reason why we had to rake intensive end exten- 
sive reseurch taking into consideration all the problems concerned in 
he light of the factual data, before we determined the fundamental 
evanrelistic policies, iohad to study the backrround of the traditional 
ulture and the national cheracteristics formed by its influence, and. the 
msocial auvironment which atifected the national spirit, es snacially the 
Brapid, radical social revolution of the past-war period. 


Under such a :ener:.1 plan, when we explore all of our vresent social 
Conuztilons and the.trendas of our Christian Churches, in-the midst of itj 
ewe shall be able cioarly to re-examine our past history to vet some sug- 
mm pestions as to the true course to be taken ut present and in the future, 
fe This is the main. purpose ot our survey and study and recdémmendation of 
ethe Strateric Policies for the ltvangelization of Janun,. 

i ate She Bore ne Pun of modern industry , Japan has taken similer 
‘steps With Uneswestern world; “However, in recent véurs a Muss gsociéty 
nas Gaveloped in Japan ana there has been an ever increasing tendency 
to use the power of the masses in public life. Thus now that democracy 
has been strongly emphasized, the thoursht of the people has been inc- 
yeasingly controlled by a concept of democracy without God. 


hicanwhile, our Japanese Christianity had hitherto been gsaining 
‘ground among the intellisent classes snd had the characteristics of 
establishing a self poverning: stutus amon the midjle classes but it 
wis true that we had not succeeded in muking contact with the reneral 
Rupublic. . We must admit that this may be interpreted as a success as 
well as a rsilure. 

Because of these characteristic, Japanese Christicnit» has shown 
its strong leadership in all phases of national and socinl affairs. - 
Méantime, it has to deplore a kind of minority complex,. but in the 
present transition period the sociel conditions are such that the 
Anfluence ot numbers is very strong.

Those Missions which opeted their work in Japen in recent years 
are ndturdally in the first stage, but most of those Missions which 
were woriing for many years before the wer have developed into the 
second or third svates, 

‘ Immediately utter Jorid war fi during which the Japanese Churches 
weré Dlice in a most grave crisis, the pissionaries returned to their 
posts and rendered their utmost service with remarkable results in 
helving in the reconstruction of the Churches and Schools. ‘These are 
noeworthy facts in the histor: of the Christianity in. Japan, 


During that period, « new experiment in cooperation has been in 
Operation between the Interboard Committee corprised of eisht tiission 
bPourds wlio 10S tUiiued tronb, and wyodan, Ae xn organ Lor coonerabion 
between the <yodan and the interboard Committee, the Council of 
Cooperation was orgunized and a Special Committee on Cooverative 


Evangelism has been set up to deterinine the policies for evangelism, 
With riutual respect for the autonomy of cach party while joining hands 
in practical even elism. . 


This may be recorded as one special case of planning in the his- 
tory oi World Missions. itieanwhile, care should always be taken ever 
im, Chis plan of cooperution, to see that evangelistic zeal shall 
govern ucthoaology, to uvoid becoming a nicre money-distribuling-agency 
infected with the capitalistic spirit. «nd when the Japanese Churches 
shall deveiLoped into the stege of full self-govern and. self-suvvort, 
then it may be Ssaia that real cooperation between home and abroad is 
possible. 


(3) Just as our Churches need the cooperation of the Nissionaries, so 
also we have an obligation to participate in the enterprise of World 
Missions. At one tine in the pre-war period the Japnnese Churches 
opened Missionary work in Manchuria, China and the bouth-Sea Islands 
which was inevitably given up to our regret. However, Javanese Churche: 
should bear responsibility in the future, at least, for the evangeli-- 
zation of the “ast Asian nations who share in a comron Oriental culture! 
tradition, especiaily Japanese Christians who deeply fesel moral respon- 
Si biudiy LOretheatrario results oF sorid war IT, should plan to serve 
the East Asian Churches b:;; cooperution in the spreadins of the gospel, 


(4) It is most clear that cooperative adjustment in the evanselistic 
field is urgently needed for efficient evangelism. for this purnrose 
each iission Board and the Church should establish a closer fellowship 
and trying to avoid duplication and friction. Hvaneelistie efforts 
must be concentrated efficientiv at the strabezic points with *utual 
understanding and hearty cooperation. In view of this fact, the re- 
quest trom the Missionary Fellowship to h.0.0., to make a survey of 
the distribution of the forces on the whole field and to rtirnish the 
source materiuls for determining the comity policy is most timely,

aii) Fortunately in Japan the whole nation can write and read the same 
‘language and the compulsory public elernentery education is given to 
Pall the children. So Christian education has a good ovvortunity to 
gachieve its final goal. The Christian schools should endeavor to rise 
elup equal to their mission under such circu stances, The Christian 

‘ ghcools Should up hold a hieh academic standard. However, they can 
SiO fulvil their cunction unless they strive for a uniquevosition, 
different from the public government institutions. In view of this

.(2) In Japan where there is not a Christian tradition such as is held

country. It is very important to promote the Sunday School movernent, 
eyouth activities and Bible Classes of various orsaniz fo Acain
